During  the  next  few  weeks,  contri- 
butors to  the  Synagogue  and  Jewish 
Community  Centre  will  be  asked  to 
endorse  a plan  approved  by  a General 
Meeting  of  Contributors  which  will 
clear  the  way  for  construction  of  the 
balance  of  the  building  program. 

Included  in  the  third  and  final  phase 
of  the  project  is  an  eight  room  modern 
Hebrew  School,  completion  of  the  gym- 
nasium, showers,  locker  rooms,  special 
exercise  room,  new  areas  for  young 
people’s  activities  and  improved  facili- 
ties for  meeting,  recreational,  cultural 
and  social  activities  of  all  types. 

The  resolutions  which  were  approved 
by  the  contributors  authorized  the 
awarding  of  the  contract  for  the  Syna- 
gogue-Gymnasium wing  and  instructed 
the  architects  to  proceed  with  detailed 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  Talmud 
Torah  and  final  unit. 

Financially,  the  plan  hinges  on  the 
payment  in  four  years  instead  of  five 
of  the  total  pledges  made  to  the  1953 
campaign.  In  the  normal  course  of 
events,  pledges  would  have  been  rede- 
emed in  full  by  the  end  of  1957.  Urgent 
demands  for  a new  Talmud  Torah  and 
the  gymnasium,  however,  dictated  an 
earlier  start  on  these  facilities  than  was 
originally  visualized  and  planned  for. 

Assets  of  the  institution  are  suffici- 
ent only  to  cover  the  current  building 
commitment.  Under  the  circumstances, 
the  only  way  it  would  be  possible  to 
begin  the  Talmud  Torah  earlier  would 
be  if  pledges  to  the  1953  campaign 
were  paid  in  full  by  the  end  of  1956, 
and  the  Synagogue-Gymnasium  built 
and  paid  for  out  of  these  funds. 

With  a fully-paid  up  building  and  a 
fixed  revenue  from  the  Synagogue  as- 
sured, the  Board  felt  that  it  would  be 
able  to  borrow  the  monies  required  to 
build  the  Talmud  Torah  and  repay 
same  from  future  campaign  revenues. 

Construction  of  the  West  End  Branch 
of  the  Talmud  Torah  is  scheduled  to 
commence  within  six  months  of  occu- 
pancy of  the  downtown  buildings. 

The  full  text  of  the  resolutions  fol- 
lows: 


1.  Be  it  resolved  that: 

a)  Construction  of  the  Synagogue- 
Gymnasium  wing  commence 
immediately. 

b)  The  architects  be  instructed  to 
prepare  detailed  plans  and  spe- 
cifications of  the  Talmud  Torah 
wing  and  the  gymnasium  now 
and  that  tenders  be  called  and 
construction  begin  immediately 
thereafter. 

c)  Construction  of  the  West  End 
Branch  of  the  Talmud  Torah 
be  proceeded  with  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  of  June  25, 
1953. 

d)  Financing  be  arranged  b y 
means  of  a campaign  or  as  the 


Board  of  Directors  from  time 
to  time  decides. 

2.  Be  it  resolved  that  in  order  to  meet 
the  obligations  to  be  incurred  by 
the  foregoing  program,  payment 
of  pledges  due  in  1957  be  re- 
quested in  1956. 

The  weeks  ahead  will  bring  the  com- 
munity within  sight  of  its  ultimate  ob- 
jective; a beautiful  and  inspiring  build- 
ing containing  facilities  for  the  religious, 
social,  educational,  athletic  and  recrea- 
tional needs  of  young  and  old. 

The  Board  of  Directors  wishes  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  extending  its 
best  wishes  for  the  New  Year,  and 
looks  forward  to  the  support  which  will 
required  to  bring  the  project  to  a succes- 
sful conclusion.

Friday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews  the 
world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  will  mark  the  inception  of  the 
Jewish  New  Year  5716  in  a solemn 
and  reverent  manner.  Rosh  Hashanah 
begins  the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which 
culminate  in  the  fasting  and  m the  reli- 
gious services  of  Yom  Kippur,  the  Day 
of  Atonement. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  begins  at 
sundown  on  Friday  evening,  September 
16  and  ends  after  sundown  on  Sunday, 
September  18.  The  Hebrew  calendar 
records  the  beginning  of  the  Holy  Day 
as  the  first  of  Tishre,  5716.  Yom  Kip- 
pur begins  at  sundown,  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 25  and  ends  after  sundown  on 
Monday.  September  26. 

Emphasizing  especially  man’s  abil- 
ity for  self  conquest  and  for  return  to 
the  path  of  salvation,  Rosh  Hashanah 
also  proclaims  God’s  Sovereignty  over 
the  Universe  and  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  is  during  this  “Day  of 
Judgment”  when  the  Lord,  “like  a 
shepherd  causes  the  souls  of  his  flock 
to  pass  before  him,”  that  all  men  are 
urged  to  review  their  deeds  of  the  past 
year  and  to  pray  for  His  forgiveness. 
This  message  gives  the  holiday  a uni- 
versal motif.

THE  NEW  YEAR  AND  FINGERPRINT  TRACES  OF  THE  PAST 


The  New  Year  will  spell  out  another  glorious  chapter  of  achievement 
for  Ottawa  Jewry.  Construction  has  already  commenced  on  the  new 
and  great  Synagogue  and  specifications  for  a modern  and  commodious 
Talmud  Torah  are  being  speedily  completed  by  the  architects.  As  we 
face  the  horizon  of  a New  Year  we  become  tinged  with  pride  and 
dedication.  “Hodu  lashem  ki  tov.”  We  are  steadily  and  confidently  drawing 
closer  to  the  realization  of  a dream  and  the  fulfillment  of  a vision. 

Our  Sages  have  told  us  that  without  a knowledge  of  the  past  we 
lack  the  key  to  the  present.  The  following  quotations  should  readily 
serve  as  the  directional  arrows  for  the  destiny  fashioners  of  our  Synagogue- 
Centre  and  community. 

Back  in  1943,  we  read  the  words  of  the  father  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’Ir,  the  much  revered  and  beloved  Mr.  Archibald  Jacob  Freiman  of 
blessed  memory: 

“The  crowning  expression  of  our  way  of  life  will  be  the  proposed 
Synagogue  and  Community  Centre  . . . for  young  and  old  to  advance 
their  ideals  in  a building  that  will  inspire  them  to  gather  for  worship  in 
a sanctuary  of  which  we  shall  be  highly  proud  ...  a true  home  is  which 
to  work  and  relax.” 

I read  the  words  of  Mr.  Moses  Loeb,  of  blessed  memory,  the  great 
dynamic  leader  who  as  Chairman  of  the  original  Planning  Committee 
expressed  himself  in  this  fashion: 

“Although  the  planned  objective  before  us  is  the  physical  and 
structural  phase  of  the  Synagogue-Centre,  we  dare  not  overlook  the  func- 
tional aspect  of  the  entire  project,  namely,  reinforcement  of  our  spiritual 
and  cultural  resources.” 

I was  impressed  with  the  following  call  to  action  sounded  by  the 
dedicated  indefatigable  Campaign  Chairmen  of  over  a decade  ago.  Mr. 
Alex  Betcherman,  Mr.  Morris  Zagerman  and  yibodayl  mayhachayim  the 
late  Mr.  Simon  J.  Ritt,  of  blessed  memory: 

“It  is  a history-making  event  in  the  life  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish 


Community  for  a place  has  long  been  found  wanting  in  our  communal 
life  where  Jewish  needs  and  dignity  will  be  served  simultaneously.  The 
Centre  from  which  our  spiritual,  educational,  social  and  athletic  activities 
will  emanate,  is  a project  of  vital  importance  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  our  community.” 

How  thrilling  must  have  been  that  memorable  event  in  December 
1949.  Here  is  how  the  Bulletin  told  the  story: 

“Culminating  a long-sought  dream  in  the  heart  and  mind  of  every 
Jew  in  Ottawa,  an  idea  born  and  fostered  in  the  fall  of  1943  by  the 
late  beloved  A.  J.  Freiman  became  a reality  on  Sunday,  November  20 
when  almost  500  turned  out  to  witness  the  sod-turning  ceremony  for  the 
first  portion  of  the  Synagogue-Centre  structure  on  the  building  site  at 
Rideau  and  Chapel  Streets. 

“Lawrence  Freiman,  President  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  and  son 
of  the  man  who  inspired  the  project,  turned  the  sod  for  the  first  unit  of 
the  three  story  structure  and  described  the  moment  as  not  only  the 
culmination  of  a dream  but  the  beginning  of  a reality.  He  said  that  it 
meant  the  responsibilty  of  seeing  the  entire  project  through  to  its 
completion.” 

There  is  prayer  in  our  hearts  “Yehi  ratzon”,  we  have  witnessed 
the  construction  of  the  first  unit  may  we  be  privileged  to  see  “bimhayrah 
veyomaynu”  in  this  coming  year,  the  completion  of  the  full  vision. 
May  the  Almighty  strengthen  the  hands  of  our  devoted  and  untiring 
President,  Mr.  Bernard  M.  Alexandor  Q.C.,  his  fellow  officers  and  board 
members  in  propelling  the  project  with  zealous  determination. 

Let  us  gird  ourselves  anew  for  the  manifold  responsibilities  beckoned 
by  the  New  Year,  both  inside  and  beyond  the  sphere  of  the  community. 
May  it  be  a year  of  dedicated  “arayvut”,  of  co-responsibility  with  the 
historic  tasks  willingly  accepted  by  our  valiant  brethren  in  our  “moledet” 
the  dynamic  State  of  Israel. 

May  the  Lord  answer  the  wisest  wishes  of  our  hearts  and  grant 
each  of  us  a year  of  health  and  peace,  of  clear  conscience  and  undisturbed 
work  for  the  greatness  of  our  community  as  well  as  for  the  welfare  of 
Klal  Yisroel.  Rabbi  Simon  L.  Eckstein.

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AWARD  $425,000.  CONTRACT 
FOR  SECOND  UNIT  OF 
SYNAGOGUE-CENTRE  PROJECT 

Months  of  detailed  study  and  plan- 
ning by  the  architects  and  Board  of 
Directors  were  brought  to  a head  recent- 
ly with  the  awarding  of  a contract  for 
the  Synagogue-Gymnasium  wing  to  the 
Doran  Construction  Co.  of  Ottawa.  The 
Synagogue-Gymnasium  wing  is  the  se- 
cond unit  of  a three-phase  construction 
program  which  began  with  the  initial 
campaign  for  funds  late  in  1943. 

Construction  of  the  $425,000.  build- 
ing is  well  under  way.  The  excavation 
and  piling  have  been  completed  and  the 
foundation  walls  have  begun  to  take 
shape.  According  to  reports  by  the  ar- 
chitects, the  structural  steel  will  be  de- 
livered early  in  October  and  erected  by 
mid-November.  Within  a matter  of  days 
after  the  steel  is  in  place,  work  will 
begin  on  the  pre-fabricated  slab  roof. 
The  side  walls  will  follow  and  the  build- 
ing should  be  closed  in  by  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Occupancy  is  scheduled  for 
Rosh  Hashanah  of  1956. 

^Completion  of  the  present  contract 
will  see  an  inspiring  homogeneous  sanc- 
tuary almost  160  ft.  in  length  with  a 
seating  capacity  of  1400.  A 70  ft. 
soundproofed  folding  door  will  divide 
the  area  into  two.  On  one  side  will  be  a 
self-contained  Synagogue  seating  750. 
The  other  side  is  the  present  auditorium 
which  will  continue  to  be  used  for 
normal  year-round  functions. 

The  inside  dimensions  of  the  Synago- 
gue are  85’  x 90’  with  a flat  ceiling 
sloping  upward  from  a height  of  19’ 
at  the  back  to  26’  at  the  front.  A 
unique  louvred  wall  treatment  has  been 
designed  to  give  maximum  effect  to 
the  speckled  beige  brick  interior  walls. 
Eight  stained  glass  windows  depicting 
the  various  holidays  will  be  set  into  the 
full  length  glass  panels. 

A raised  Bima  with  ample  space  for  a 
reader’s  desk,  pulpit  and  chupah  will 
span  the  full  width  of  the  Synagogue 
at  the  front.  The  Holy  Ark  will  be 
recessed  and  flanked  at  both  sides  with 
marble.  Mahogany  panelling  will  com- 
plete the  front  wall  facing. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  features 
of  the  Synagogue  will  be  the  modern 
type  luminous  ceiling  running  the  full 
width  of  the  Bima  and  intended  to  focus 
attention  thereon.  The  Rabbi’s  study, 
choir  loft  and  robing  rooms  will  be  lo- 
cated directly  behind  the  Bima. 
GYMNASIUM 

The  gymnasium  will  be  located  di- 
rectly beneath  the  Synagogue.  Conside- 
rable preliminary  work  is  to  be  done  at 
this  time  including  laying  of  the  con- 
crete floor  slab,  leaving  only  the  interior 


view  of  the  excavation  and  pile  driving  operations  at  the  building  site, 


finish  to  be  completed  to  make  it  fully 
operative.  The  final  development  of  the 
gymnasium  and  the  showers,  locker 
rooms  and  special  exercise  room  for 
which  space  is  already  available  in  the 
present  sub-basement  will  be  part  of 
the  third  and  final  phase  of  the  build- 
ing program. 

The  98’  x 88’  space  which  is 
provided  will  take  a regulation  intercol- 
legiate size  basketball  court  measuring 
50’  x 84’  with  a regulation  height  of 
22’,  bleachers  for  spectators,  physical 
education  director’s  office,  first  aid  room 
and  storage  space  for  equipment. 

Two  20’  x 40’  handball  courts  are 
also  included  in  the  plans. 

CHAPEL 

The  dignified  Chapel  measuring  40’ 
x 35’  ft.  will  be  located  on  the  first 
floor  adjacent  to  the  Synagogue.  In 
addition  to  seating  100,  it  will  contain 
facilities  for  study  purposes.  Worship- 
pers will  be  able  to  use  a Rideau  Street 
entrance  if  they  desire.  ■ 


MEMORIAL  CORRIDOR 
A Memorial  Corridor  will  separate 
the  Synagogue  and  Chapel.  Memorial 
plaque's  and'  tablets  will  be , set  into 
louvred  panels  and  sky  domes  will  be 
used  to  provide  natural  light  for  this 
quiet  and  meditative  setting.  . 

LARGER  LOBBY-. , 

The  present  ground  floor'' lobby  is 
to  be  extended  the  full  width  of  the 
building.  A new  600  coat  checkroom 
is  to  be  located  to' one  side  of  the  en- 
larged lobby. 

OTHER  FEATURES  . 

The  lower  floors  will  contain  a !rtew 
and  fully-equipped  arts  and  crafts  work- 
shop measuring  '35’  x 40’,  'two  new  ven- 
tilation rooms  aqd  a new  boiler  which 
will  be  large  enough  to  handle  the  ba- 
lance of  the  building. 

Ventilation  and  acoustics  in  the  Main 
Auditorium  and' Social  Half  are  also 
slated  for  improvement.  Queenstone 
limestone  arid  brick  will  be  rised  on  the 
exterior  to  match  the  existirig  building.

As  the  sun  goes  down  on  September 
16,  Jews  throughout  our  community 
will  assemble  in  our  Synagogues  to 
greet  the  arrival  of  a New  Year.

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SUCCOTH  OBSERVED 
OCTOBER  1 TO  9 

The  Festival  of  Succoth  begins  on 
the  evening  of  the  15th  day  of  Tishre, 
corresponding  this  year  to  Friday  eve- 
ning, September  30.  It  is  observed  for 
nine  days  of  which  the  first  two  and 
last  two  days  are  full  holidays  and  the 
intervening  days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival  of 
Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succoth  is  a 
reminder  of  the  forty  years  wandering 
of  the  children  of  Israel  in  the  wilder- 
ness after  their  deliverance  from  Egyp- 
tian bondage.  During  that  time  they 
were  compelled  to  live  in  tents  or  build- 
ing booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

The  succah  or  booth  is  a little  taber- 
nacle built  of  wood  or  canvass  and  is 
covered  with  branches  of  trees  and 
plants  so  that  the  heavens  and  the  stars 
are  visible  overhead. 

In  ancient  Palestine,  the  festival  was 
celebrated  by  giving  thanks  to  the  Al- 
mighty for  the  bounties  of  the  land. 
The  Pilgrim  Fathers  in  America  after 
they  had  gathered  in  their  harvest  set 
aside  a day  w'hich  they  called  Thanks- 
giving, Steeped  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  Bible  they  based  their  thanksgiving 
day  on  the  Festival  of  Succoth. 

The  eighth  day  of  the  festival  (Sa- 
turday, October  8)  is  called  Shemini 
Atzereth  (the  Eighth  Day  of  Solemn 
Assembly).  On  that  day  the  Scroll  of 
Ecclesiastes  is  read  to  remind  people  of 
the  transient  character  of  life,  memorial 
services  for  the  departed  are  recited, 
and  a prayer  is  offered  so  that  the  earth 
may  produce  bountiful  crops  next  year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchas  Torah  is  the 
most  joyous  day  of  the  festival  as  it 
marks  the  annual  completion  and  com- 
mencement of  the  reading  of  the  Law 
in  the  Synagogue. 

Rabbi  Simon  L.  Eckstein  will  of- 
ficiate at  Congregation  B’nai  Jacob  on 
the  First  Day,  at  Congregation  Agudath 
i\chim  on  the  Second  Day,  at  Congre- 
gation Adath  Jeshurun  on  Shemini 
Atzereth  and  at  Congregation  Machzi- 
kei  Kadath  on  Simchas  Torah.

NEW  YEAR'S  MESSAGE  BY  RABBI  SAMUEL  M.  BURSTEIN 

During  5715,  most  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  has  continued 
in  health,  prosperity  and  physical  enlargement. 

We  have  been  spared  the  slaughter  visited  upon  our  co-religionists  in 
North  Africa,  where,  during  the  past  twelve  months,  more  than  300 
have  been  killed  in  the  Arab-French  rioting  and  over  one-third  of  their 
commercial  establishments  destroyed. 

We  have  been  spared  the  slaughter  visited  upon  our  fellow  Jews  in 
Israel,  where,  during  the  past  twelve  months,  more  than  80  Israel 
citizens  have  been  bombed  and  shot  dead  in  their  homes  by  marauders. 

We  have  been  spared  the  destruction  which  befell  the  New  England 
States,  where,  during  the  recent  flood,  two  Synagogues  in  Connecticut 
were  entirely  washed  away,  and  on  whose  behalf  appeals  for  assistance 
have  gone  out  through  the  Synagogue  Council  of  America. 

Our  comparative  security  is  not  cause  for  boasting  or  superior 
feeling,  but  for  gratitude.  Our  gratitude  can  only  be  expressed  by  our 
sympathy  and  assistance  to  others  who  cannot  share  our  blessings.  For 
our  blessings  come  not  so  much  from  our  own  direct  efforts  as  from 
factors  over  which  we  have  little  immediate  control:  the  accident  of  our 
living  here,  rather  than  in  other  lands;  the  natural  bounty  of  this  land; 
a society  whose  justice  and  morality  closely  follows  that  of  the  Bible. 

In  short,  we  owe  our  blessings  to  God. 

As  we  look  forward  to  5716,  let  us  guarantee  the  continuance  of 
these  blessings,  by  proving  ourselves  worthy  of  them.  As  we  treat 
others,  as  we  assist  them,  so  shall  God  deal  with  us  in  the  year  to  come. 

We  are  so  far  in  His  debt  already,  we  have  been  granted,  in  the 
words  of  Pirke  Avot,  so  many  advances  on  our  Heavenly  credit,  that 
only  renewed  responsibility  and  duty  will  insure  renewed  security  and 
prosperity  for  5716.

general  theme:  “How  to  Raise  a Jewish 


Child.” 

The  series  will  feature  sessions  devo- 
ted to  children  at  the  various  levels  of 
development.  The  first  lecture  will  deal 
with  the  problems  of  infancy,  regarding 
both  general  principles  of  child  care 
and  specific  Jewish  problems  such  as 
adoption,  childhood  rituals,  etc.  The 
lecture  on  the  nursery  school  age  will 
deal,  in  addition  to  the  general  problems 
of  that  period,  with  techniques  for 
answering  children’s  questions  about 
God,  Jewishness,  etc. 

The  entire  series  (dates  to  be  an- 
nounced later)  will  be  a workshop  in 
“Understanding  and  Directing  your 
Child,”  and  might  also  be  considered 
under  the  title  “Strengthening  the 
Jewish  Home.”
